Were I in California, I would not presume to under­ 
take, through speeches or otherwise, to enlighten our peo­ 
ple on the Progressive principles which they themselves 
have formulated and the success of which is so vital to them, 
not only as patriotic Americans, hut as Californians, with 
a rightful pride iii the leadership in this movement. • 
And yet, finding myself 3000 miles away in these clos­ 
ing days of the contest, forced with the utmost regret to 
prolong my absence by the requirements of a sacred duty, 
I cannot forbear to say just a final word to the people of 
California.

ELECTORAL VOTES NEEDED

therefore, the election will be thrown 
into the house of representatives. 
Iu the* house the vote is taken by 
states, each state having one vote,

d a majority vote is necessary to 
let. 
As a consequence there prob­ 
ably would be no election, as noue of 
the three leading candidates would 
be able to muster the necessary ma­ 
jority. 
It would then be up to the senate 
to select the nation’s executive from 
the two highest vice presidential can­ 
didates.

Some Other Reasons Why This Amendment Should Be Defeated 


It provides for the classification of prop­ 
erty for purposes of taxation or exemption 
from taxes.

Through a system of classification of prop­ 
erty and exemptions it will create a fierce 
rivalry and competition between many 
towns, cities and counties for industrial en­ 


terprises by offering the bait of tax exemp­ 
tion of the entire plant and even land, to lure 
manufacturing enterprises from one locality 
to another. 
Fostering new enterprises by 
tax exemption is an old form of creating 
‘‘Special privilege.” 
Carl C. Plehn, Secre­ 
tary of the State Commission on revenue and 
taxation, states:

CAPITAL TO COERCE THE INDIVIDUAL COMMUNITY, AND, MOREOVER, IT TENDS TO CRE­ 
ATE SPECIAL PRIVILEGES WHICH WE ARE AT PRESENT STRUGGLING TO CURB OR DE­ 
STROY. IN THE INTERESTS OF EQUALITY, JUSTICE AND PEACE, 
THE 
AMENDMENT 
SHOULD BE REJECTED.” 
This amendment has been suddenly sprung on the people through the initiative, without time for intelli­ 
gent study or discussion. It is not offered through the legislature, or any tax commission, and has no con­ 
sideration for the needs or interest of the state revenue system. 
Hasty legislation is nearly always poor legislation. On such a vitally important matter, until sure of their 
ground, citizens should vote ‘‘No.”
